THE FIVE-CENT BONUS 


What do the farmers think of the 
five-cent bonus now? On S aturday 
wheat took a drop of over four cents, 
almost the amount of the bonus, and 
farmers hauling their wheat now will 
not receive the price, plus the bonus, 
that they figured on. Instead, the grain 
buyer will benefit by this amount; and 
why? Simply because the Federal gov- 
ernment has announced that the bonus 
will terminate on June 15th, and the 
farmers of the west are almost break- 
ing their necks to get all their surplus 
wheat hauled before that date. As a 
result the country elevators are being 
flooded with the surplus wheat and 
markets have gone lower, more wheat 
being bought than sold. As soon as 
the bonus is off, there will be a less 
amount of wheat marketed and wheat 
will be almost sure to rise on the open 
market. The farmer in the meantime 
will probably more than lose the five- 
cent bonus by the falling off of price 
and the grain trader will make that 
amount. 

This is only another instance where 
Canada’s government is bleeding the 
poor to make the rich. No doubt this 
four-cent drop was unforseen, but it 
(the bushel basis bonus) has turned 
out to be another of the blunders of 
parliament and it will be somethirg 
for a future government to avoid. 

This is another instance where the 
bonus on wheat produced is shown to 
be unfair. And it is more r2asen for 
the government, should it favor the 
bonus scheme, to apply it to the acre- 
age seeded, regardless of productio.. 

Wheat in Western Canada as a mo- 
ney standard would be a wonderful 
thing. Wheat in store in the country 
elevators at the present time is just 
the opposite when jou are trying to 
buy the most possible for a bushel of 
wheat.

| A Message From The Prince 


In January of this year, the Prince of Wales addressed a message to the 
youth of Great Britain at a large meeting held in the Royal Albert Hall, 
London, England. That message is just as applicable to the youth of 
Canada as it is to the youth of the Old Land, and we, therefore, reproduce 
the speech, in part, as follows 

Youth cannot long remain a spectator of life, it will only be a short 
time before the work of the world will be placed on your shoulders to carry, 
Many tasks wait for your help; knowledge to be discovered, open spaces to 
be peopled, natural resources to be developed, sickness to be conquered, and 
wrongs to be righted With these high quests bfore you, you will realize 
that the mere acquisition of material things is not in itself the fulfilment 
of an individual or a national purpose, and is as little, compared with the 
satisfaction derived 


from your own effort, especially when that effort ad- 
vances human welfare and happiness 

I want you to understand that we are not just facing a few months of 
“grin and bear it,”’ but that we must get into training for a long period ot 
hard work and effort, sustained despite possible discouragements. You 


be prepared, as 


work 
must athers have been before, to enlist “for the duration,” 
without asking how much may in the long run be required of you. 

You cannot hope to influence directly the trend of international affairs, 
close vast and baffling if looked at 
in the mass, though easier to help when broken up into individual pieces. It 
is made up of men and women, boys and girls. I am, as you will have 
guessed, thinking of unemployment. I am 


but at hand is a domestic problem, 


thinking now neither in terms 
of economics nor of politics but of each member of the unemployed popula- 
tion as a single, separate personality, beset by depression, labouring under a 
sense of frustration and futility—a blank wall in front of him which he can 
neither climb over nor scramble round. My appeal here is not to statesmen, 
nor even to philanthropists, but to all those who are in work to play the part 
of neighbour and friend to the man out of work. That is the open road ot 
duty and a short cut to happiness all round. There is no central machinery 


here in London that can provide a substitute for the good neighbour, 


The enemy today is depression and apathy, Let us attack them with 
two of our old-fashioned characteristics good sense and good humour. 1 
believe there are groups of the unemployed here and there, dead sick of 


prolonged idleness, who are themselves feeling out toward ways of giving 
their unhired labour in co-operative effort for the help of others in need. It 
is up to us to back such attempts with every possible support. Get to- 
gether wherever this burden lies heaviest, face up to the most urgent local 
need, and see if the community on the spot cannot make its own self- 
directed contribution toward this vast problem. So far as is humanly possible 
let us break it up into little pieces and refuse to be browbeaten into paralysis 
by its size. I am talking, I repeat, neither on the economic nor on the 
political plane, but on the humane plane of simple friendship in those places

“If a reasonable amount of incom- 
ing cargo can obtained and the 
insurance rates lowered slightly, the 
Hudson Bay route is a cinch,” he de- 
clared in an interview. 

“We firmly believe the insurance 
rates will be cut this summer, and 
we expect the people of western Can- 
ada to support their new seaport to 
the extent of obtaining incoming car- 
goes,” he said.

Be the reasons what 
they.-may—and some--of them, are 
obvious enough-—-rail lines have suf- 
fered by the motor industry's avid 
adoption and improvement of such 
things as rubber tires, lighter engines, 
less rigid schedules, better coach con- 
struction and other factors. A liberal 
public attitude toward the use of 
highways is part of the story. 

Tires of rubber, and _ particularly 
air-inflated tires, have played a large 
part in a transportation evolution. If 
railroads make use of them, as 
recent experimentation indicates they 
hope to, some check may be put on 
the trek of passengers from rail to 
highways.

ist. The Approach-Forcing Sys- 
;tem (Sponsored by Culbertson). | 

2nd. The Official System (Spon- 
sored by Lenz et Al). 

Srd. The One Over One (Sponsor- 
ed by Geo, Reith and The Knicker- | 
bocker Whist Club). 

4th. The Vanderbilt Club 
sored by Harold Vanderbilt). | 

A system in Contract may be de-| 
fined as an attempt to put into a form} 
easy to learn, the methods the good 
card player have always used. This

The synopsis given above contains 
practically all the salient features of 
the Approach-Forcing System, Gen- 
erally it may be said that in this 
system whenever there is a four card 
biddable suit in the hand, this suit is 
bid in preference to no trump, A bid- 
dable four card suit may he defined 
as one which contains two high hon- 
ors, one of which must be the ace or| 
king, and the other queen or jack. |

Scientists At Ottawa Suggest 
That There Be Two Major 


Divisions Of Geological Tim 


Standard time consisting of eons, 
eras, suberas and periods is the aim 
of the national committee on strati- 
graphical nomenclature, Dr. F. J. 
Alcock, of the geological survey of 
Canada, chairman, told Section 4 of 
the Royal Society of Canada meeting 
at Ottawa. 


It is the opinion of the committee 


that geological time previous to the! 


development of abundant life on the 
earth's surface is at least as great 
as geological time from that develop- 
ment until the present moment. The 
suggestion is that, therefore, there 
should be two major divisions, and 
that these be known as “eons.” 

Seven hundred million years was 
the estimate of some members of 
the section of the length of the latter 
eon, and they thought the former to 
be much longer. Granite rocks in 
Manitoba, have been stated to have 
an age of 2,000,000,000 years. 

At the same session a paper by 
Prof. J. S. Delury, of the University 
of Manitoba, speculated on the earth's 
development and composition. The 
belief expressed was that the centre 
of the earth consists of heavy, dense 
metallic substances; that its crust 
consisted of lighter rocks and that in 
between lies the great zone of flowage 
and adjustments. The earth, Prof. 


Lessons By Radio 


Use Of Broadcasting To Further 
Education In the West 


The use of radio broadcasting to 
extend the benefits of university 
training was urged upon the 15th 
national conference of Canadian uni- 
versities at Ottawa by Professor E. 
A. Corbett, director of extra-mural 
relations at the University of Alberta, 
and conductor of the university's 
radio station, CKUA. This univer- 
sity has been a pioneer in the use of 
the radio for educational purposes in 
Canada and has developed a consid- 
erable volume of educational broad- 
casting which covers practically the 
whole province. 

Professor Corbett recently appear- 
ed before the parliamentary commit- 
tee on radio broadcasting with a brief 
prepared in the interest of education- 
al broadcasting and had made a study 
of this work in those sections of the 
United States in which this work has 
been carried on to a considerable ex- 
tent.

The question of whether sounds 
soometimes accompany auroral dis- 
plays in the sky came in for discus- 
sion before section three of the Royal 
Society of Canada at Ottawa. 

Just because the currently held be- 
lief as to the cause and nature of au- 
rora does not provide for any sound to 
be heard, Dr. J. S. Plaskett, director 
of the astrophysical observatory on 
Vancouver Island and the holder of 


the Flavelle medal of the Royal So- ' 


ciety of Canada for 1932, thinks that 
the great body of evidence that sounds 
have been heard should not be dis- 
carded. 

He read a paper before the section, 
prepared by Dr. C. S, Beals, of the 
observatory staff, in which it was 
stated that the only interpretation of 


the observations which seems to fit’ 


all the fact is that both the sounds 
and low level apparitions sometimes 
reported are real and that they con- 
stitute normal though perhaps un- 
usual accompaniments of other auro- 
ral phenomena, 

“Tf this is so,” it is stated further, 
|“there must be some definite physt- 
cal process taking place close to the 
earth's surface which is able to pro- 
duce the effects that have been ob-

was contributed by members of the 
executive. 

The league will remain in existence 
as a “watchdog and friendly critic” 
of the proposed “Canadian Radio 
Broadcasting Commission,” it was 
stated, and will branch out with a 
view to securing more members and 
a wider organization. 
| Satisfaction was expressed at the 
successful conclusion of the campaign 
directed by the league and at the 
terms of the Radio bill adopted by 
parliament, except that it was felt, if 
salaries were to be paid the commis- 
sioners, they should be larger than 
‘those provided.

Information To Farmers

Saskatchewan Government Provides 
For Temporary Curtailment Of 
Remedies In View Of Conditions 
The following information is pub- 

lished by the authority of the Hon. 

W. C. Buckie, Minister of Agriculture 

of the Government of the Province of 

Saskatchewan. 

Taxes: Title to land sold for taxes 
will not be issued until June 15th, | 
1932, unless the municipality or coun- 
}cil has exempted the land from the 
provision of the Act passed for the 
| protection of land owners. Under 


the new Act authorizing the post- 
ponement of Issue of Certificate of 
Title to Land sold for Taxes, any 


| owner of land lying within a munici- | 
pality sold for taxes in 1929, or in 
{any preceding year, in respect of 
which a certificate of title has not} 
been issued, may make application to) 
the council of the municipality with-| 
in which the land lies for a certificate | 
postponing the issue of certificate of 
title to the land until the thirtieth | 
day of November, 1932. If the council | 
fails or refuses to grant the applica- 
tion and to issue the certificate of | 
postponement, the owner may apply | 
to a judge of the district court for | 
the required certificate, and the deci- 
|sion of the judge in the matter shall | 
be final. If you are unable to take | 
|an appeal before a Judge of the Dis- | 
trict Court, you may ask the Debt | 
Adjustment Commissioner for assist- | 
ance. | 

If your land has been sold for taxes | 
in the year 1929, or any preceding 
year, you are advised to consult the 
Secretary-Treasurer of your Rural 
Municipality, or Council, without de- 
lay, because after June 15th, if a cer- 
tificate is not issued to you, title to 
your land may pass to the purchaser 
of the tax sale certificate. 

The following real and_ personal 
property of an execution debtor and 
his family is free from seizure by vir- 
tue of all writs of execution, namely: 

1. The necessary and ordinary) 
clothing of himself and his family.

April, or for such of these months or | 
portions thereof as may follow the} 
date of seizure provided such seizure 
be made between the first day of 
August and the thirtieth day of April 
next ensuing. ’

mower or cradle and scythe, one 
breaking plough, one cross plough, 
one set of harrows, one horse rake, 
one sewing machine, one reaper or 
binder, one set of sleighs and one 
seed drill.

7. The tools and necessary imple- 
ments to the extent of two hundred 
dollars used by the execution debtor 
in the practice of his trade or profes- 
sion. 

8. Seed grain sufficient to sow all 
his land under cultivation not exceed- 
ing one hundred and sixty acres, at 
the rate of two bushels per acre, de- 
fendant to have choice of seed and 
fourteen bushels of potatoes for 
planting. 

9. The homestead, provided the 
same be not more than one hundred 
and sixty acres; in case it be more 
the surplus may be sold subject to 
any lien or encumbrance thereon. 

10, The house and buildings occu- 
pied by the execution debtor and also 
the lot or lots on which the same are 
situated according to the registered 
plan of the same, to the extent of 
three thousand dollars. 

In the event of a chattel mortgage 
having been given covering horses, 
mechinery, etce., the debtor is still 
protected under the Exemptions Act 
for the chattels mentioned above. 
Should the subject matter of the 
judgment upon which an execution is 
issued, represent the amount due on 
machinery, horses, ete., then such ar- 
ticles are not exempt,
